That's the San Gabriel Canyon Objective, 


Not a Big Dam Unless It Will Be Safe 


—This Is No Time for Hysteria 


BIUILDING- of a big dam in the San Gabriel canyon has 


always been contingent upon finding suitable bedrock. 


No dam of any kind has ever been promised, excepting upon 
this basis. Without bedrock and .suitable side-wall rock, no 
dam can be built. That is what the engineers have all said 
from the first; that is what the Argus has always maintained. 


It is possible, as shown by the report of engineers and 


geologists published in this issue of the Argus, that the big 
dam will be abandoned, and that sites for several dams may 
be selected, if they can be found> upon whi£h to build a 'series., 
of sttialler dams. Flood control and water conservation will 
be accomplished hi the San Gabriel canyon, and it should 
not be of concern, ;to the public whether it is accomplished 
thru several dams or one 'dam, providing, it is done'Ui the 
safest and most efficient manner. Bear in mind that while 
a big dam may be abandoned, flood control will not be 
abandoned.. It is flood control and water conservation that 
tW people want, and for which they are paying, and not big 
dams. 
It is of no avail to rage about the abandonment of a prp- 


ject if that project is infeasible and unsafe. In the meantime, 
the Argus repeats the admonition that was made in an edi- 
torial last week—that this is a question for engineers and 
geologists, and if they cannot help us, certainly we cannot 
help ourselves. We must have confidence in the me.u employ- 
ed, especially because of the fact that the best men obtain- 
able have and will be secured.

The state engineer, who ' now has complete and final 


supervision overfall dam. construction, is to be called in at 
once, and with the best geologists obtainable will inspect the 
damsite.'What he has to say should be final and acceptable. 
Meanwhile, let us'; all remember that every effort possible is 
Being made to give a full measure of flood control and Avater 
conservation eventually, and that despite difficult obstacles, 
tile people will triumph ir the end*

SAN GABRIEL DAMSITE 


DECLARED UNSAFE BY 


GEOLOGICAL EXPERTS 


Report of Engineers, Scientists Unfavorable 


to Further Work on Great Structure— 


Several Small Dams Proposed 


Declaring that, in their opinion, a safe dam cannot be built in 


he San Gabriel canyon at the site where excavations and side- 
wall operations have been in progress, special engineers and geolo- 
gists have filed a report with the Los Angeles county board of 
superyisors, thru Chief Engineer E. C. Eaton of the Los Angeles 
county flood control district. 


Suitable bedrock in which to tie the dam on the west side of 


the canyon has not been found, and there are no good indications 
that it can be found, the report declares. The east abutment is 
better, but not any too "good, the report says. Recommendations 
in the report are to the effect that smaller dams, several in num- 
ber, be built in various canyons that are lateral to the main can- 
yon, and perhaps a low dam in the main^ canyon, contingent also 
upon finding suitable anchorage. 
; 
, The report, issued by Chief Engin-^ 
;er Eaton, was prepared by him in 
iollaboration with Engineers L.| C. 
Hill and A. J. Wiley, and Geologists 
Robert T. Hill and 0. F. Tohnan, 
who have been spending much time 
at the damsite since a slip of earth 
and rock occurred that stopped work 
on the west abutment.

Stolen Daring 


HiHs Holdup 


The Packard "straight-eight" car, 


stolen by unknown bandits who 
robbed L. La Palme, young taxi 
driver, and tied him to a tree in the 
Covina hills last week Tuesday, wan 
recovered on King street'in Los An- 
geles a^few days later by the Los 
Angeles police. 


Detectives kept a watch on the 


car for two days, in the expectation 
that the man and. woman who had 
stolen it would return, but it had 
evidently been abandoned by them. 
It had been driven only about 100 
miles after the holdup. 


The peculiar manner in which this 


hold-up was planned, as told in last 
week's Argus, has led police to be- 
lieve that it was the work of dope 
addicts, or dope runners. The scene 
of the hold-up and the place where 
La Palme was tied to a tree with 
picture cord, is only about a mile 
from the state narcotic hospital. A 
similar hold-up, using practically 
the same methods, occurred a few 
days before this one in the Monrovia 
area.

Colville, field representative in the 
first district for the board of super- 
visors, talked before the Covina 
chamber of commerce Tuesday at 
the noon luncheon. 


The county planning commission, 


he said, vhad recommended a road 
66 feet wide, and a right-of-way of 
80 fee,t, but it is considered that a 
traveling space of 56 feet can be 
built inside-.of the curbs at the pres- 
ent time, which will make an ade- 
quate :road for some time to come. 
The county stands ready to pay for 
30 feet of this paving. The cham- 
ber road committee is making plans 
to start work on the formation of an 
improvement district.

The excavation of 385,000s cubic 


yards on the -west Abutment alone 
lias failed to reveal any satisfactory 
rock, with the exception of a few 
exposures for the lower 40 feet of 
the proposed dam, and some indi- 
cations that fair rock might bo 
reached on the upper 50 feet of the 
dam. 


With the amount of excavation 


removed the-presence of many large 
scams in several different directions, 
two feet or more in width, and par- 
ticularly a broad zone of badly 
weathered rock about 50 feet to 150 
feet -in width, and the slipping of 
large masses indicating a poor rock 
condition has led to a cessation of 
excavation on the west abutment; 
an intensive program of explora- 
tion; and the appointment by the 
board of supervisors of a, board of 
consulting engineers and geologists 
to make a detailed study and'report. 


This board, consisting of L. C. Hill 


and A. J. Wiley, consulting engin- 
eers, and Robt. T. Hill and C. P. 
Tolman, consulting geologists, each 
spent about a week individually and 
separately in studies of the physical 
characteristics and the test pits and 
in addition spent five days concur- 
rently in .joint study, living contin- 
uously during this period on the 
work. 


They have jointly submitted their 


report and conclusions as of October 
14, 1929, to be followed by a "more 
lengthy technical report with the 
supporting data as soon as this can 
be gotten into shape.

Bedrock is cut by fractures of vari- 
ous kinds, including faults, shear 
zones and joint systems, accompan- 
ied by clay gouge extending below 
the zone of weathering. 
Landslid- 


ing has taken place along a joint 
system dipping -toward the river. 


The above 
mentioned 
bedrock 


flaws on the west abutment make 
the site unsound fdr the present con- 
templated structure. The bad flaws 
are confined to the west side and 
the east side is fairly satisfactory. 
There are three faults crossing and 
intersecting on the west abutment. 


1. A main fault runs southeast 


and northeast and crossing the river 
at the downstream toe of the dam. 
2. A fult running northeast and 
southwest. 3. A fault running due 
north and south. These intersect in 
the body of the west abutment and 
account for the. many seam's and 
their varied direction ,and have per- 
mitted deep weathering action and 
soft clay gouge found in the scams. 
The zone of maximum crushing is 
100 to 150 feet wide. The faults do 
not intersect or cross under the lo- 
cation of the dam on the east side. 


BEDROCK DOUBTFUL 


Gouge seams were found in a test 


shaft 80 feet below present ground 
surface or 110 feet below original 
ground surface. On the west side 
no satisfactory rock has yet been 
encountered, with the exception of 
a few isolated exposures. The in- 
tense shearing action along the main 
fault zone, complicated by its inter- 
section with the system of shear 
planes, does not indicate the prob- 
ability of sound bedrock at reason- 
able depths. 


The possibility of renewed move- 


ments along these faults and shears 
add further hazard to t',ie building 
of the dam, and changes of load 
caused by the filling of the reser- 
voir and wetting of -the complex 
fracture system might cause slip- 
ping. The average depth of present 
excavation on the west abutment is 
40 feet and the maximum 105 feat 
below' original ground surface. 


The last mass shooting on the west 


abutment was on July 11, 1929, since 
which time 50,000 cubic yards have 
been removed without shooting, ex- 
cept that necessary to break up 
rocks too large for the dipper. The 
soft and crushed condition of the 
rock is not the result of over-shoot- 
ing, as shown by the fact that steam 
shovel excavation has been carried 
80 feet beyond the nearest point of 
niaas shooting. 


SUMMARY 


The stresses in the dam and foun- 


dation are extremely high and call 
for the .best rock conditions. The

The fault zone, passes under or 


near the proposed downsteam toe, 
and nearly parallel to the axis. This 
is a most dangerous condition, espec- 
ially when possible future movement 
along the'fault line is admitted: A 
safe dam of the proposed height can- 
not be built at this site. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 
Further exploration to determine 


if a dam of less height can be built 
at this site. 


A study of possible sites to pro- 


vide alternative or supplementary 
storage to such a dam as explora- 
tion may prove can be safely built 
at the Forks site. 


1. That exploration be continued 


to determine the area of rock out- 
side of the fault zone and determine 
the height of dam which can be con- 
structed with absolute safety at the 
Forks site. It is estimated that this 
will not exceed 250 feet in height. 


2. 
That immediate surveys be 


made of sites in the upper portions 
of the watershed to determine the 
feasibility and cost of a series of 
low clams to fully control and con- 
serve the San Gabriel flood waters. 
We have already made a reconnais- 
sance which gives encouragement 
that such sites exist. 


A series of low dams could be 


built consecutively and rapidly, since 
all could be under construction at 
one time. 


The program and study leading to 


definite conclusions and estimates 
would take from two to 
three 


months, depending upon weather 
conditions.

The 
kitchen suite is to be remodeled at 
once, using the present family din- 
ing room for the service room and 
converting a bedroom into a nurses' 
breakfast room. There will be other 
changes as soon as those, rooms can 
be vacated by moving the patients 
into the annex.

Balks Pest Stucjy 


The Mediterranean fruit fly has 


been so nearly exterminated in Flor- 
ida that practically no. flies can be 
found with which to experiment, the 
chief of the-plant quarantine and 
control administration, Dr. C. L. 
^Marlatt, said this week in announc- 
ing that intensive studies of the fly 
will be transferred to Hawaii. The 
fly, once so prevalent in Florida, 
now is being bred in laboratories by 
the department of agriculture, Dr. 
Marlatt said, but this method is un- 
satisfactory. 


The entomologist, whom the de- 


partment is sending to Hawaii, Dr. 
Marlatt announced, vt*ill study the 
biological effects of heat and cold 
sterilization. He will try to deter- 
mine how hot or cold the fruit must 
be to kill all the flies.

Perfection of the sound equipment 


in' the Glendora theater has been 
reached, after days and nights of 
study and work by expert acoustical 
and electrical engineers, it was de- 


• dared by E. L- Franck, proprietor of 
: the house. 


'' Mission theater has gone thru 


the adjustment period incidental to 
the installation of sound equipment, 
•which without exception has been 
experienced by all theaters," Man- 
ager Franck said. 


;. Considerable trouble was encount- 
ered at the start with .the 'confusing 
echo which made it difficult to un- 
derstand in many parts of the house. 
This was entirely unforseen, since, 
spoken drama and vaudeville' had 
been presented in the past with ex- 
cellent results. It was thot that by 
draping the plate glass in the rear 
of the auditorium, the sound would 
be perfect. However, such was not 
the case, and . experts on acoustics, 
called in , for consultation, found 
there was a three-second echo in the 
body of the house, due to the fact 
that amplified sound travels with 
four and one-half times the velocity 
of the spoken word, Manager Franck 
explained^ ' 


Five hundred yards of drapes were 


hung oh the walls and ceiling of the.- 


i auditorium, -thV front 'of the booth 


and balcony, the stage was insulated 
and heavy felt and a special sound 
screen was installed. The latter re- 
flects 85 per. cent of the light from 
the projection machine, it was de- 
clared, and still allows- 94 per cent 
of the sound to pass thru from the 
speakers to the auditorium. 


This arrangement corrected the 


acoustics, 'but it was -found that 
there was still distortion in certain 
voices which were recorded in very 
high and low pitches. The source of 
this trouble was puzzling in the ex- 
treme, and it was only after nights 
and days of testing .and eliminating 
one element after another that the 
cause of distortion was discovered 


• in the rheostat used to control vol- 


ume. 
On installation of a new rheo- 


stat the trouble was immediately 
cleared up, and the Mission theater 
now has the class of sound expected 
in the beginning from the excellent 
type of equipment installed.

to Enforce New 


Headlight Law 


Sacramento, Oct. 12-—Beginning 


Tuesday, October 15, the state auth- 
orities will invoke the power invest- 
ed in them by the now motor vehi- 
cle a'ct to arrest all motorists driving 
with glaring or dazzling headlights. 


This announcement was made joint- 


ly here today by Frank G. Snook, 
chief of the division of motor vehi- 
cles, and Eugene W. Biscailuz, super- 
intendent of the California highway 
patrol. Biscailuz said traffic officers 
would be given orders to make the 
arrests and to cite the offenders to 
appear in court in conformity with 
provisions of the law. 


The patrol is now conducting a 


fifteen-day 'educational campaign in 
cooperation with the California 'com- 
mittee on public safety to acquaint 
drivers with the ,danger of using 
glaring lights and with.the methods 
for having them adjusted to comply 
with the law. During this period, 
drivers are nyercly being warned. 
The more drastic order to arrest 
them is another step in a campaign 
hat will cover a number of phases 
f law enforcement. 
Both officials advised motorists to 


ivoid arrest by going to the nearest 
ifBcial headlight adjusting station 
ind having their lights adjusted.

issued two years or more.

Biscailuz said he did not believe 


any large number of motorists would 
be affected by the order. The divis- 
ion believes that at least 85 per cent 
of all the operators in the state havt 
secured new licenses or'have made 
application for them. •

a campaign since July llth, last, for 
the purpose of cleaning up all old 
licenses.

Detouring Around Politics— 


The number of automobile drivers who failed to pass the 


tests for licenses to-operate is negligible. The average per- 
son, 
man or woman, is quite well educated in the operation 


of a motor vehicle. 


But if the same men and women were asked to pass a 


simple test in the operation of this government, county, state 
and nation, the result would be very lamentable, indeed. 
Without preparation, there are very few who could answer 
readily as to the functions of a representative in the state 
legislature, in the United States congress, just what is a 
supervisor of a county, not to mention the question as to the 
names of the individuals now occupying such offices in their 
own particular bailiwick. That.isn't all, either—these worthy 
citizens don't seem to care whether they know or not. 


Apathy and ignorance of the affairs of government is ex- 


plained by the optimist as a compliment to those who occupy 
the responsible offices. There is nothing radically wrong with 
the government in county, state and nation, the optimist 
declares, and therefore, why worry about who is in office, 
and about what he may be doing? 


This may be the answer to the steady decline in interest 


in politics. It is a well known fact that few communities 
could scare up a corporal's guard to meet a congressman, 
unless it was a prepared event, accompanied by a dinner and 
entertainment. Twenty-five years ago no hall was big enough 
to hold the crowd in any community that would assemble 
to hear the story of the last session in congress from the lips 
of the returned representative of the district. Congressmen 
come home these days, and are not seen or recognized by the 
general public. Only a few faithful old wheelhorses, who got 
the habit early in life, seem interested enough to meet him 
and to inquire after the state of the nation. 


California is to be redistricted by the next state legisla- 


ture. Among other things this redistricting will result in 
doubling our representation at Washington. And yet with 
several brand new jobs, paying excellent salaries, to be hand- 
ed out by the people within a year, there are no takers among 
the younger element at this time, and altho undoubtedly 
there will be plenty of aspirants when the time comes, it is 
nevertheless a fact that the young man or woman who might 
be eligible for such positions is singularly indifferent in the 
aggregate. 


Any discussion of politics in any group- 6t iassembly. is 


about as welcome as the smallpox. We continue to be fairly 
well represented in all branches of government, but it is be- 
cause of the interest and vigilance of a very small group, not 
thru anything but the most passive help from the people in 
general. 


And this small group that remains interested and active 


is looked upon by the rest of the people with a certain amount 
of aversion, and are dubbed "political bosses" and "political 
jobholders." It does not speak very well for an actual "gov- 
ernment by the people. As long as the general public looks 
upon politics as something to sneer at, and to ignore, the 
government will be run by a few, and there is no way to cor- 
rect this fact.

We have a few holidays that could very well be dropped 


from our calendar, notably Columbus day, which means 
nothing to anybody, excepting from the standpoint of an an- 
niversary to be mentioned in the schools. Columbus never set 
his foot on either North or South America, for that matter, 
and his name wasn't Columbus. 


We need to scrutinize our holidays, and ask if they are 


wearing well, and if it might not be that there are substitu- 
tions that could be made with some meaning and significance. 
And the day that four millions of our young men were saved 
from further action in the greatest war of all history might 
be given careful consideration. 


The signing of that armistice saved at least another two 


million Americans from participation, also. It might be well 
for all of us to dwell for a few moments on this fact, and 
join with patriotic organizations in bringing about the legal 
recognition of the eleventh of November.

More Automobiles— 


Motor vehicle fees collected by the state of California for 


the first seven months of this year are 13 per cent greater 
than for the same period last year, according to reports 
reaching the Automobile Club of Southern California. Re- 
ceipts so far this year were $9,381,176, a gain of $1,238,139 
over the corresponding period last year. 


This would indicate that there has been a larger percent- 


age of increase in the number of automobiles in the slate 
than for seveial years past. Since 1919, or for the past ten 
years, there has been an increase of 372 per cent in the num- 
ber of licensed vehicles. The average increase during each 
year over the previous year was 1S.S. 


The greatest increase was 26 per cent in 1919 over 1918. 


The smallest annual increase was five per cent in 1927. The 
last increase record for a whole year was in 1928, when a 
gain of seven per cent was shown over the previous year. 


From these figures, according to the auto club, it would 


appear that 1929 will establish a new record for the number 
of automobiles registered in the state, as well as for number 
of miles driven and amount of gasoline used. It is expected 
that California's record this year will be near the top in the 
country for the number of new automobiles purchased dur- 
ing the year.

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FRUIT FLY BRINGS BLESSINGS 


AS WELL AS DEVASTATION 


That the Mediterranean fly in Flor- 


ida is a curse with some blessings on 
the side, is intimated in a letter re- 
ceived this week by E. J. Summer- 
hays of the National Orchard Heater 
company of Covina, from his broth- 
er, -written at Haines City, Florida. 
Parts of the letter arc as follows: 


Palmer has taken me thru the 


plant at Orlando where the experi- 
ment work is being done. One of 
the loading men there took us around 
and told us some things about what 
they knew about the fruit fiy. No 
adult flies have been found in traps 
since August 7th, and no larvae 
since August 27th. They have thou- 
sands of traps out in every section 
where the fly has been found. The 
trap does not catch all the flics near 
it, and apparently a trap only- gets 
flies in the tree in which, it is set. 
They have never caught over 82 
flies in one trap, and have caught 
over 600 flies in one tree by fumi- 
gating. Until the next ripe fruit is 
on the trees, they do not expect to 
find flics. -However, the work is go- 
ing on steadily. 


I went thru a special new build- 


ing almost ready for carrying on 
experiment work, which will be car- 
ried on for years. This building is 


interesting. It has a special vermin- 
proof foundation and floor, ants can- 
not get to the walls, they have a 
series of eight rooms, only one open- 
ing in the building. 


Each room has plate glass win- 


dows, with both outside screen and 
outside window protecting screen. 
Connected with this building by an 
underground passage is a concrete 
underground vault, wheve the flies 
can be carried in ease of hurricane. 
Every precaution is taken to avoid 
tho possibility of one fly getting 
away from them. 


Every perst/'i passes thru two 


rooms after changing his clothes on 
entering and leaving the building. 
In this building, they will carry on 
experiments for years, and learn 
which fruits and plants the fly can 
Jive and breed in, The papaya is 
found to be the best pl^nt to get 
eggs in. They work fast in them. 


Adult flies that cannot lay eggs 


can live ten months. They have a 
number of them there. I got a close 
look at them. No other flies are like 
them exactly, tho many resemble 
them. 
Many hundreds of people 


have brot in samples in this and 
many other states, but very few 
fruit flies. The Mediterranean fly

In warm weather the fly completes 


a 'cycle of life in thirty days. The 
party with us thinks that the hurri- 
cane brot the fly in, and the eddying 
winds on the edge of the disturb- 
ance permitted it to light, and he 
figured the Orlando was just the 
right location in which to get the 
flies. 


He thinks that the warm first three 


months of the year allowed -three 
generations pf flies to live, and by 
that time it was discovered. By re- 
leasing small balloons from the sta- 
tion, with their return address at- 
tached, they found that the average 
air drift was 80 miles per day, and 
this figures out right to agree with 
the distances and direction-from Or- 
lando where the fly was found. 


He said that the reports that the 


fruit fly had been in Florida for 4 
or 5 years were preposterous. Their 
work in breeding flies has exploded 
this. Of the many people who have 
seen these flies for years, not one 
knew the fly when they saw it. No- 
body knows the fly on sight. Few 
Floridans have seen one. It is only 
possible to determine the maggots 
with a microscope. There are many 
maggots similar in looks. The fly is 
a little fellow, almost a gnat in size. 


The preparations I saw for carry- 


ing on the work convince me that 
they mean business. This is one pest 
that will be stamped out. I saw 
samples of all stages of the fly, saw 
the maggots at work in apples and 
other fruits, and, believe me, they 
work! Every product of Florida is 
being fed to the flies, to learn in 
which they will lay eggs. 


It is believed that the arsenate of 


lead spray is damaging the trees and 
fruit, and may partly account for the 
small crops this year. The fruit looks 
good. 
Grapefruit is very- short. 


Palmer says that Florida is in better 
shape than before the fly hit there. 
One man said yesterday he hopes the 
fly sticks awhile-'-it is doing so much 
good for Florida.
